So  it  was  removed 
and  planted  away  by  itself  as  a treasure  to  be  guarded  against 
any  possible  loss;  and  everyone  who  buys  Firmament  will  guard  it 
when  it  is  considered  that  it  is  invested  with  a certain  amount  of  ro- 
mance. ** 

Every  year  as  it  bloomed  again  I was  impressed  by  the  beautiful 
light  blue  standard  and  dark  violet  blue  of  the  falls,  set  off  by  the 
good  sized  bright  orange  beard.  Visitors  would  remark  what  a beau- 
tiful thing  it  was.  Eventually  the  plants  increased  so  much  that  they 
were  re  moved  to  an  open  field,  planted  alongside  and  between  the 
rows  of  other  blue  and  purple  varieties.  This  one  was  singled  out 
for  special  praise  by  visitors;  often  it  was  noticed  from  the  roadway 
and  people  came  in  to  see  such  a beautiful  Iris. 

Having  sold  a quantity  of  Firmament  in  Detroit,  I bargained  for 
some  plants  there  to  replensh  my  stock  and  made  a special  trip  to 
mark  the  plants  while  they  were  still  in  bloom  so  that  there  would 
not  be  any  possibility  of  getting  something  else.  Upon  my  arrival 
I had  the  Iris  surprise  of  my  life.  Firmament  was  of  such  size, 
coloration  and  beauty  that  I had  not  seen  excelled  by  any  other  light 
blue  variety  in  my  travels,  nor  in  any  of  my  own  lighter  blue  early 
sorts. 

The  Detroit  Firmament  had  finer  blooms  than  my  own  plants  bore 
for  the  reason  that  they  were  planted  in  richer  soil.  Never  in  my  life 
did  I see  such  Iris  blooms  as  I saw  at  the  Detroit  estate.  The  name 
Firmament  was  given  my  new  Iris  as  a name  that  would  fittingly 
express  its  beauty.  There  are  other  Irises  more  beautiful  among  the 
later  sorts,  but  abong  the  early  blue  varieties  Firmament  is  supreme.
